ADVISORY ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed November 09, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument of claims 4 and 10 that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., the timing of when the mode of the phone is converted to the 
speaker phone mode) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "a camera", "a rotatable 
camera", "the third sensor being located on the connecting section", an illumination 
source when photographing an object" has not been given patentable weight because 
the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use 
of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 
187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 
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In response to the Applicant's request for the English translation of Junichiro et 
al., the Examiner respectfully invites the Applicant to refer to the attachment of this 
office action for the translation. 

Lastly, the Applicant states that the Examiner is not able to rely on "common 
knowledge" in the art without documentary support. Therefore, the Examiner 
respectfully invites the Applicant to refer to Hirayama et al. (US 2002/0198006) at 
paragraphs 0049, and 0062 for the teaching of the sensor located on the connecting 
section. Hence, it would be obvious and/or well known in the art to modify the provided 
arts and arrive at the present invention to include a sensor located on the connecting 
section in order to detect the motion, and configuration of the mobile terminal.
